\ a )uis T w ard zik . recreation specialist of Michigan 
State University, told the Northern Great Lakes Re­ 
source Development Committee at its recent meeting 
in Escanaba that the area should change its public im­ 
age as a place for retirement. 
, . 
Twardzik didn’t spell it out. but he referred to the 
Impression which the Southern States and the South­ 
west have been able to create that they re the place foi 
the elderly to roost in retirement. The North has pro­ 
jected no such suggestion to the nation. . 
By now. of course, it is apparent even in the North. 
which has lagged behind the wanner states in the pro­ 
motion of recreational business, that there is a huge 
income potential for any area in the elderly. They have 
“cot it made” in terms of income and can live anywhere 
they choose. They make no contribution to unemploy­ 
ment and their spending creates local income, and hence 
jobs. 
* 
* 
* 
The South slinped into the business of attracting 
the elderly as settlers rather gradually, extending its 
old business of caring for the snow buntings fleeing 
Northern climate in the winter, and venturing into a 
new business of attracting residents as well as short 
stay vacationers. 
Both processes have flourished as Americans have 
become more affluent and mobile. When this century 
was young it wasn’t unheard of for Upper Peninsulars 
to spend their whole lives in their home county. Today 
even Grandma is apt to vacation in Pakistan or Kenya. 
Foreign vacations are as commonnlace as second cars 
in the family and retirement to Florida or Arizona fol­ 
lows along rather naturally in such a footloose society. 
But while this movement from the snowy North 
to the sunny South has been underway, there has been 
a counter movement which has not been as well pulv 
limed, but which can be documented easily in many 
Upper Peninsula communities. 
Many natives of the 
area are returning to it for retirement, nicking up old 
friendships, renewing their love affair with their home­ 
land, enjoying in leisure joys of the area which their 
working vears denied them in full measure. 
* 
* 
* 
This process has started with many by acquisi­ 
tion of a summer vacation home. Many of these have 
l)een converted into all-year residences for retirement 
living, so that today the settlement pattern of the area 
is changing. Persons who must earn a living move to 
the cities, but many of those who don’t have to earn 
a living move to the country. This situation is apparent 
in the requests to county road departments for winter 
highway plowing service. 
A great influence in changing patterns of living 
that can be used to promote the North as a retirement 
home is snow sports, and their influence on winter out­ 
door living. The elderly aren’t going to become skiers, 
but they can become outdoor people, snowmobilers, bird 
watchers, winter tourists, artists, fishermen, hunters, 
collectors, weavers, entertainment-goers and other kinds 
of hobbyists who can find a fine life in the North. 
The North, as Twardzik suggests, lags not in the 
resources for making a good life here for the elderly, 
but rather in the organization of its social activities 
so that they are appealing and known. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
There is much more consideration of the elderly 
and their needs in the Upper Peninsula than there used 
to be, but there’s need for much more, if they are to 
be kept here in retirement and attracted here from other 
areas. The Senior Citizen Clubs are growing and their 
activities are expanding, but an Upper Peninsula inven­ 
tory of offerings for the elderly would be useful both 
in its notice of assets and in its notice of omissions, the 
things lacking, which the area should be working to 
supply. 
Somehow we must convince the Midwest that our 
Northern beauty and fine, varying climate is present 
all the year: that even in the Copper Country the snow 
doesn’t plug the chimneys; that it’s off Alaska and not 
Michigan that Eskimos leave grandma on the ice. and 
that snow is only frozen rain and you can walk on it 
without getting wet, and underneath it the arbutus is 
growing toward spring and aton it the hares track out 
themes for Walt Disney scenarios.

GUN CONTROL 
In reference to Mr. Seymour’s 
letter protesting the “Idiots De­ 
light” 
cartoon, y o u 
stated: 
“Number of protest letters re­ 
ceived to date: O.” Including 
Mr. Seymour’s letter, you now 
have two. 
The 
cartoon 
implied 
that 
m ail-order sales enable “idiots” 
to obtain firearms. Undoubtedly 
this is true in m any cases and 
it is natural that law abiding 
citizens should show concern. 
On March 22, 1965, Senator 
Dodd (Conn) introduced S-1592, 
recommended by the Adminis­ 
tration, which prohibits all mail­ 
order sales to individuals. It 
permits such sales only be­ 
tween licensed importers, man­ 
ufacturers and dealers. It also 
provides that 
anyone 
selling 
rifle ammunition, even .22 cali­ 
ber, would be compelled to 
have a dealer’s license costing 
$100. This does not seem unrea­ 
sonable, but does it keep fire­ 
arms away from “idiots”? 
The requirement of a dealer's 
license to sell ammunition or 
sporting firearms would elimi­ 
nate the usual hardware and 
other small store sales. This 
could present quite a problem 
to sportsmen living or hunting 
in sparsely populated areas. 
To my knowledge, the only 
regulation governing 
licensed 
dealers in the sale of rifles, 
shotguns, and ammunition is 
that the purchaser be 18 years 
of age. They are not required 
to ascertain whether the pur­ 
chaser is a criminal, a potential 
criminal, or even if he is sane. 
(Do clerks refuse to sell sport­ 
ing firearms to a customer who 
“doesn’t look right”?) 
Current legislation may elim­ 
inate “idiots” under 18, but 
what about “idiots” over 18” 
It appears that the pending leg­ 
islation actually accomplishes 
little toward solving the prob­ 
lem of “idiots” and firearms. 
We should not lash out indis­ 
criminately at all purchasers in 
a desperate attempt to control 
a few. We should, however, in­ 
sist on responsible and effective 
legislation aimed specifically at 
these “idiots.” This problem will 
be solved only bv calm, rational 
reasoning, and not by emotion 
or patriotism.

described the first great means 
of area development under fed­ 
eral sponsorship. It is the Pub­ 
lic Works and Economic Act of 
1965. It was passed by the U.S. 
Senate on Tuesday and Cleven­ 
ger said “I expect the House to 
pass it before the end of June 
and to have it become law. 
“It does several things. It is 
a bill, not a law yet, mind you, 
and it may be amended, but as 
it now stands it carries a spend­ 
ing authorization of $655 mil­ 
lion for public works and area 
development throughout the na­ 
tion.” 
Clevenger said that under the 
act giants of federal funds for 
50 per cent of the financing of 
public works in rehabilitation 
areas like the Upper Peninsula 
will be available and that there 
will 
also 
be 
supplementary 
grants under the program where 
the sponsoring 
local 
govern­ 
m ent cannot meet the matching 
cost. Supplements can pay up 
to 30 per cent of the cost, so 
that up to 80 pct. of the funds 
for projects will be available 
from the federal government in 
some instances. 
Projects which create facili­ 
ties or services which employ­ 
ment benefits will be favored, 
wth accent on objectives under 
the Economic Opportunity Act. 
There will be earm arking of 
$400 million of the funds for 
facilities. 
Clevenger said he hoped that 


the funds would be available 
for roads, expressways, bridges, 
water systems and such works. 
He said that loans would also be 
authorized where other funds 
were not available and where 
there was a project prospect of 
repayment. The interest charge 
would be 3.58 pct. 
Area Authorities 
The congressman explained the 
history of the act. He said that 
when the Appalachia Act was 
in Congress to appropriate $1.1 
billion for development of the 
ll state Appalachia area, Nor­ 
thern Great Lakes States con­ 
gressmen and senators suppor­ 
ted the legislation with the con­ 
dition that there would be sim­ 
ilar aid for their depressed area.

Gemini s Epic 
Flight Shortens 
Road To Moon

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP* — The 
marathon flight of the Gemini 4 
has provided a wealth of en­ 
couraging information that one 
space official 
said 
“certainly 
should shorten the road to the 
moon.” 
It already is being used to 
plan future Gemini launchings 
and Apollo missions to the moon 
and beyond. 
Among the outstanding things 
learned are that man can oper­ 
ate effectively outside an orbit­ 
ing spacecraft; that radar and 
other aids are needed for ren­ 
dezvous activity; that man can 
remain alert after long periods 
in weightlessness, and that over 
extended periods humidity does 
not build up inside a capsule as 
was feared. 
Both Remain Alert 
The 
primary 
medical 
data 
still must be obtained. It will be 
gathered in extensive examine 
tion of astronauts Jam es A. Mc- 
Divitt and Edward H. White II 
over the next several weeks. 
“It is this medical data which 
will tell us whether we can 
move on to 7-day and then 14- 
day missions,” said Dr. Charles 
A. Berry, the medical opera­ 
tions director for Gemini 4. 
“This post-flight medical ui- 
forination is going to be ex­ 
tremely important.” Berry said. 
“We’re really 
going 
to give 
them a thorough going over.” 
Berry said that throughout the 
flight the astronauts had shown 
no physical or mental deteriora­ 
tion and they had remained re­ 
markably alert. 
“This is about what we ex­ 
pected as long as they were in 
space,” 
Berry 
said. 
“What 
we’re concerned about is wrhen 
they return to earth and their 
body systems have to readjust 
to a gravity environment. Body 
systems adjust very well to the 
leisure of weightlessness, 
but 
our earlier flights have shown 
some disquieting symptoms after 
reentry.” 
Guides For Future 
Both 
American 
and 
Soviet 
spacemen 
have 
experienced 
temporary 
troubles, 
primarily 
rn then- heart and blood vessel 
systems, after long exposure to 
the space environment. 
The flight of McDivitt and 
White has nearly tripled the to­ 
tal weightless time logged by 
eight previous U.S. astronauts 
and 
should 
provide 
valuable 
guidelines for the future. 
Mission director Chris Krait 
said he was pleased that over 
the 
long 
trip 
the 
astronauts 
“have shown no irritability in 
their cramped quarters. They’ic 
still in good humor and after an 
initial adjustment period had no 
trouble 
eating, 
flopping 
and 
wx>r king.”

Shea is directing his program 
toward a 
1969 manned lunar 
landing. But he emphasized, as 
he has in the past, that contin­ 
ued success in Gemini and early 
success in the Apollo program 
could accelerate the date to 
1968.

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Mineral Rights 
Bill Is Called 
Mine Impediment

Stale Senator Joseph Mack 
(D-Iron wood) has revived t hr 
effort to unite surface title and 
mineral rights in Upper Penin­ 
sula properties. 
The problems involved with 
the ownership of mineral rights 
separate 
from 
surface 
rights 
have been of concern in Mich­ 
igan for m a n y years and the 
subject of many efforts at leg­ 
islative remedy. 
Senator Mack's 
Senate Bill 
531 is being offered as a means 
< t identifying mineral reserva­ 
tion ownership and making it 
subject to taxation, as are sur­ 
face rights on the same proper­ 
ty 
It is suggested that the leg­ 
islation would make the Upper 
Peninsula's land 
title process 
more o rderly and would bring 
new income to the area from a 
largely absentee ownership of 
mineral reservations. 
Industrial Impediment 
The mineral industry, on the 
basis of earlier testimony be­ 
fore legislators, says the legis­ 
lation would create a serious 
new impediment 
to 
metallic 
mineral exploration and devel­ 
opment in the Upper Peninsula 
m d undo Hie good work which 
the Michigan Legislature has 
done in helping revive the iron 
mining industry in the Upper 
Peninsula by mineral property 
tax reforms. 
The 
Michgian Department 
of 
Conservation, although 
a 
number of its people had a 
hand in the 
preparation 
of 
Mack's bill, suggests in an an­ 
alysis of Senate Bill 531 that 
it is the concensus that this 
type of legislation proposed to 
date has been unworkable and 
probably unconstitutional. 
It is unworkable because it 
Imposes duties on local assess­ 
ing officers that they’re incap­ 
able of performing. And it is | 
OI* dubious constitutionality be­ 
cause it takes private property 
rights away from the owners 
without due process of law or 
compensation. 
Filing Fees 
Tile Mack bill provides an 
Initial filing fee of 50 cents per 
aire, and thereafter an annual 
fee of 15 cents an acre on re­ 
affirmation of metallic mineral 
rights reserved separately from 
surface title in the U. P. If 
such reaffirmation is not filed, 
the surface owner would have 
PO days to pay the initial fil­ 
ing fee and obtain title to the 
mineral rights. If neither m in­ 
eral reservation owner or sui- I 
face owner filed a reaffirm a­ 
tion, the mineral rights would 
revert to the county. 
The owner of mineral rights 
may be relieved of the annual 
reaffirmation after the initial 
filing, subject to provisions in 
leasing and determination of 
royalty rates or 
pay by the 
Conservation Department.
